was an ex-clerk in the Bank of England. Witness 
said he would consent to deal with the bond if 
it could be sold. Clark said he would let him 
know. A day or two after they met by appoint- 
ment in Cornhill, and Clark showed him a 
Chilian bond. It was arranged that he was to 
give witness Mr. Turner’s promissory note for 
£945, payable,with a Chilian bond attached. at six 
months’ date. Witness was to be at liberty to 
gell the bond. Witness made some inquiry at 
Messrs. Morgan’s to see it the bond was all right. 
and the same night wrote a letter to Clark. On 
the same day he had seen a Mr. Turnour as to the 
gale of the bond. Next day Clark handed him the 
bond, which witness gave to Mr. Turnour with 
certain instructions. The same day Mr. Turnour 
handed him two cheques, one for £350, and the 
other for £162 9s. 6d., payable to“ Themas Turner 
Esq.,” and signed by Sir Robert W. Carden 
ma Co., dated October 24th, 1889. He also handed 
him the contract note for the sale of the 
bond. Witness gave Clark the cheques. Onecheque 
was for Mr. Turner and the other for witness hun- 
self. Clark subsequently nanded him the cheque 
for £162 9s. 6d., endorsed Thomas Turner.” At 
that time he had not seen Turner. Clark then 
told him Turner wanted a loan of £900 on a 
Chilian bond, to be returned in six months. 
Witness was to receive the money for producing a 
Chilian bond against Turner’s promissory note at 
the end of six months. Witness paid the cheque 
into his wife’s account with Messrs. Barker and 
Co., of Mark-lane. He received the poe 
note for £945 from Turner, which he subsequently 
returned to him, when he bad another transaction 
in connection with the Alabama bond.—Some 
further evidence was given, and the prisoners 
were again remanded. 


THE SMITH-SLAVIN PRIZE FIGHT. 

The Press Association learns that Jem Smith 
left Newmarket at 8.0 p.m. on Thursday night 
for London, and arrived at lio’clock. He slept 
in Mayfair the same night, and started for the 
continent early in the morning. The fight is 
arranged to take place on Monday about midday, 
close to the frontier of Belgium. A point near Lille 
has been selected. although there is some besita- 
tion in mentioning the exact venue on account of 
the authorities. Both parties are very confident. 
On Thursday morning Smith weighed 12st. Hilb., 
and is expected to fight at 12st. 10lb. Slavin 
is slightly the favourite for money. A 
train carrying at least one hundred of the 
aristocratic supporters of the fancy, leaves 
Charing Cross on Sunday night. A special train 
was talked of, but it was feared that it would 
attract too much attention, so that extra saloons 
will be put on the ordinary Brussels express. The 
opinion expressed by one of Smitb's principal 
backers is that Smith has never been in better 
form, and that if he does not win, no blame can 
be attached to any one but himself. 


THE FATALITY AT THE BIRMINGHAM 
GAS WORKS. 


The adjourned inquest upon the two men, 
Thomas Case and James Chew,who lost their lives 
by suffocation in a large gas holder, which they 
were repairing at Saltley. Birmingham, on the 
llth inst., was concluded on Tharsday.—The 
principal witness called was Mr. Hack, the 
engineer of the gas works, which belong to the 
Birmingham Corporation. It a that the 
contract for the repairsto the holders was 
undertaken under a contract containing a 
stringent clause placing upon them the 
responsibility tor the safety of the workmen. Mr 
Hack stated that he considered the fureman, 
Beswick,an intelligentman. Although the latter 
spoke to him of the foul condition of the wa er in 
the bank of the gas-bolder, and stated that the 
men could not stay in it long, at the time he made 
no request forthe bank to be emptied; it could 
not have been emptied without employing the 
other adjacent banks, and without danger of the 
bottom being burst, and there was also the 
difficulty of disposing of the water. Had, 
however, any request been made to him 
for the bank to be emptied, he should have 
stopped the work and have consulted with the 
gas committee. The holder had been emptied ot 
gas, and refilled with fresh air four times during 
the work. Air was pumped in continuousiy for 
several days previous to the accident. — The 
coroner, in summing up, exonerated the corpora- 
tion, but discussed the question of the responsi- 
bility of the foremas, Beswick, who himself nearly 
lost his lite—Tbe jury returned a verdict of 
accidental deatb, but thought great carelessness 
was displayed in the signalling arrangements, and 
the mode of exit.

labour; in 1881 he got eighteen months’ hard 


d labour for burglary, and in 1883 was sentenced 


to seven years’ servitude for a similar 
offence. In regard to Smith, his record was 
aa follows :—1868, four months for stealing 
cloth; 1872, nine months for stealing a pin; 
1873, eighteen months and five years’ police super, 
vision for stealing a purse; 1875, seven years 
penal servitude and seven years’ police super, 
vision for stealing a watch; 1882, seven years 
nal servitude and three years’ police supervision 
for warehouse breaking.—Inspector Peel, 
Scotland Yard, stated to the court that it was 
from private information that he arrested the 
three priseners. He acted on his own 27 
bility, and organised a raid after consultation 
witb his superiors at Scotland Yard. If he had 
not acted quickly he feared there would have been 
murder committed.
